It is requested that you undertske 
ijHiiediately an investigatton to ascertain the aovree 
from Trtiich such FBI reports were obtained by 
Senator McCarthy. It would appear that there nay 
have been a violation of Title 18, Sections 641 and 
2071, U.S.C,i., dealing with the theft, enbeaslement, 
and unlawful removal of Oovemnent documents.

The Senate vrLll recall that over five nonthr. a^o I stated that 
I had the nane. of ?7 inlivz^ual. -rhc cither arc or recently had been 
norkin^ in the State Departner.t and -ho were either neribers of th. Coix^iunist 
Party or certainly loyal there to and doinc the -or': of the party. ^ In sooe 
aji^tances'l b^i^c I used the "ord "card-cariyini Co;n;.nmist"~ahd ComurttetfS 
interchangeably. It n^ans one and the sane thinj. It noans an individual 
-.iho is loyal to the party and doin^ the -./ork of the party, re^-orJless of 
Trtieth-er he has paid hie current dues or ..-hethcr he ha. in hi. poclcet at 
that particular nonent a card indicatinc his nenborslup. 



After notifyinj the Iresident and the 3cr^te that I )iad the nanes 
' of the above 57 individual. s, I supplied the Corxdttee -.vith a res-jne of the 
cases of a total of SI individ'ials. As I stated at the ti-no, some of the 
81 cases were narsinal coces -vhr-c:-. iiii-ht I'.-ell rrove that thoy ■■vere corrpletely 
loyal and rds^^ prove the;,- v;cre not ncnbers of thu Con-'jiii:;t Party, but 
there was evidence acainst thei incicatin.;; tho opposite, 

I notified the Se.iate at that tL-rvs that it woiold be impossible 
for T« to present sufficient evidence se-ar^te ar.u apart fror^. the informa- 
tion contained in the Goverrcncnt files to ::cr.vlct ther. of bein- co-xrranists 
in a court of l^v;. The reason for tnis, of ccjrs-, via^ ob-.-iouE, r^nely 
that the files had been produced at a cost of nillions and rill ions of 
dollars and hundreds of nillions of iim hour^ ever a period of years. 
The Senate apparently agreed and vctec^. that all o^ the files be obtained. 

The Comittee was -iven the task of 5oin[: over those files and 
taking action to get rid of individuals in the Ctate Le;>'.rtr^nt who were 
dangerous to our security. Apparently c/er/one thought that McCarthy's 
task would end at Uiat point, as tiie ConnitLee had been riven ample funds 
ftnd angie authority to do a cor.rlete and thorouch job. Ilcrvever, when the 
President decided to sive the CoTnrittee only the rifled State l,epirtn»ent 
files, I felt it necessary to try to produce ijidependently of t]ie files 
some of the extremely dangerous evidenc:- ajainst those individuals, which 
is contained in the^fiJ^^T^rS was done with scie decree of success, but 
with great difficulty. Hhile the Comittee >vas examlnine the Si files, 
I did not feel justified in publicly usin- then. I felt it was necessa^- to 
first find the extent of the Conmttee's iuvestiratlon of the files, the 
extent to which Ihsy were rifled, etc. In viev-; of the fact f.iat the Co!^^ 
aittee has no« finished its work and has now been discharced and in view 
of the iTflJority report -to the effect that mjne of the 81 indlviducils naned. . 
ty ne on the floor were found to be Conrainists or pro^orrranist, I feel that 
I have no choice but to make public the contents of a typical file of one of 
the 81 individuals naned by ne, so the Senate and the countrj' ray know what 
the Committee had before it and upon which its decision was based. In 
doing so, 1 am mindful of the fact that I pointed out that the files were 
thorouchly rifled prior to the Cottrdttee's axanination. Hovever, the three

Civil Service CoaoBlsslon* He pointed ont that in his experience vdth the Cob- 
■isslon over a ten ysar period no summaries of information appearing in the 
files of the Civil Service Connisaion have kn^T been prepared and the Con- 
ad. ssi on has in fact attempted no evaluation or review of reports received from 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation In loyalty matters* For the aboi« reason^ 
among others, he is certain that tte "Exhibit* of Senator McCAKTHT vhldi «ae 
purported to have originated with the Civil Service Cosndsslon is not a 
genuine docnment of that agency and that he can state positively that no 
original or replica of the "£:diihlt" has ever appeared In Civil Service 
Commission investigative files • 

In the same connection, JOHNSON pointed to the folloivlng featurea 
of the "BxMblf* irhlch would point c(xicliisively to the fact that the documant 
did not originate at the Civil Service Coomlssloni 

(1) Each page of the **£xhihitf< ie stained "secret"* In 
this connection JCHNSON pointed out that no Civil Service Commi&sion corres- 
pondence of any kind is ever marked ''secret" and be knows that the Investlgatlans 
Dlvleion of the Civil Service Coonsission does not possess a "secz^et" atamptt He 
pointed out that the Commission usually uses the terminology "personal and 
confidential" « and this is usually typewritten and not stamped* 

(2) The "Sxhiblt" bears the heading: "United States 

Civil Service CommisBlon''; "Investigations Position". JGtiNSON pointed out that 
^no Civil Service Commission corre6p<»Klenee Is STer captioned in this manner* 
It was his feeling that "Investigations Position" was meant to be "Investigations 
DL vision"* 

(3) Each page of the "Eidiiblt" bears the stanp or imprint 
"copy"* JOHNSON has never noted any Civil Service CoBtmi salon correflpondenc« 
stamped or imprinted In this manner*
